Obituary notice of Miss Laura 
Chipman. 

Laura Cuiemayn, the daugh. 
ter of Gen. Timothy F. Chip- 
man and Mrs. Polly Chipman, 
was born January ats 1802, 
and deceased April 2 25, 1848 
My acquaintance in this place 
commenced in the spring ef 
1814. In the following win- 
ter “The Assembly’s Cate- 
chism” was introdaced inio our 
schools. Ona Sabbath in June, 
1815, the children recited in 
the “Assembly’s,” “Doctor 
Watis’,” andthe ‘Minor Cat- 
éechisms,’? with inferest 
and. satisfaction. [§t has been 
my practice to visit the mer 
and winter schools, chieliy t 
instruct the chiidr 
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Sabbath. In these Sooner: 
Laura was one of the most af 
tentive pupils. 

In the summer of 1814, there 
were a few instances of serious 
religious impressions. Laura 
was one of the number. At 
length she indulged a hope.— 
T his, however, was of short 
duration. Kut as she was un- 
doubtedly designed to be “a 
vesselof mercy prepared unto 
glory,’ the Lord did not leave 
herentirely stupid. Religicus, 
instruction, and the pioas acl- 
vice of friends, served to keep 
alive in her mind, some sense 
of religion and fulurity. Per- 
haps the greatest privilege of 
this kind was the conversation 
of her brother,* who, for near- 
ly a year, while descending to 
the grave, manifested a cheerful 
resignation to the Divine will, 
and seemed continually to en- 
joy the rich consolations of re- 
ligion. But neither his conver- 
sation nor his triumphant death, 
seemed to have any special ef.- 
fect on Laura’s mind. She 
continued in a somewhat tho’t- 
ful state, till about the middle 
of September, 1817, when her 
spiritual anxiety evidently in- 
creased. She began to decline 
some months before, but about 
this time she became alarmed 
respecting her recovery,  Be- 
ing informed that she was iil. I 
visited her. The folowing 
were her answers to some of my 
questions. 

Laura, do you think you en- 
yoy religion ?

she should be wiiling to suffer 
any (legree of sickness and 
pain, how ever severe, if it might 
be the means of her becoming 
a Christian. She felt herself 
to be a sinner, justly exposed 
to everlasting ruin. At times, 
her mental anxiety far exceeded 
her distress of body. — She 
clearly perceived that the grand 
obstacle in the way of her be- 
coming a Christian, was a stab- 
born will. 

On the first of February. 
{8i8, Laura, as we hope, was 
enabled to “taste the joys of 
pardoned sin.” February 2.!

This willingness to die did 
not arise from disgust with life, 
nor was it the wish of one worn 
out with pain, and longing for 
ease. At this time Laura was 
able te walk the room, and had 
the season been suitable, she 
might have rode in a chaise, 
without inconvenience: I ask- 
ed if her feelings were different 
from what they were some 
months since. She replied, 
‘they are very different, the Bi- 
ble appears almost entirely 
new.’ Then I informed her re- 
specting the Sabbath schools, 
and the progress made by some 
of the children in committing 
the Scripture tomemory. She 
replied, ‘I regret that I have 
not read the Bible more.’ 

March 8. A yisit. I asked 
Laura on what subject she had 
been meditating for some time 
past. She said, ‘I have been 
thinking about receiving the 
Lord’s Supper.’ We had con- 
siderable conversation on the 
subject, and her views and feel- 
ings appeared very satisfacto- 
ry. So strong was my convic- 
tion, that she loved the Lord 
Jesusin sincerity, that Ithought 





lit would he highly displeasing 
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to Him to refuse this voung dis- 
ciple the symbols of His dying 
love. ‘l'o a few doctrinal ques- 
tions she gave the following an- 
swers :
